developing. Evidence is accumulating 
however, to show that the amazingly 
rapid spread of the flames waig aided 
by incendiaries who fired their ov/n 
pioper'ty to recover the insurance. Of- 
ficers Smith and Grady of the stat'3 
police, who have been investigating 
declared today that they are satisfied 
over 'a score of those whose houses 
were over-in^ired 
took 
advantage 


of the confusion to set the torch to 
their own property. Although only a 
small portion of the ruins have been 
gone over, searchers have found 12 
charred bodies. There is little doubt" 
now that many more lives were lost.

Washington, j£pril 17.—The House 


yesterday appropriated $3,500,000 for 
the purchase «xf ^iglit submarine boats 
in the naval appropriation, bill, after 
first striking the ifem from the bill 
entirely, and then prancing about it 
for some time in a frightened manner 


»fore kicking if back Into the bill. 
For a time it seemed, as if no pro- 


vision would be made for the purchase 
of submarine boats. The 
develop- 


ments in the Lilley submarine investi- 
gation have caused members of con- 
gress-to handle the tjuestion. with re- 
luctance. When Representative Hfll 
of Connecticut .made appoint of order 
against the section of the bill provid- 
ing for the purchase of 
submarine 


boats and it 
was 
sustained,

friends of submarines believed that 
it would be impossible to get a pro- 
vision back in the bill. 


Representative, Olcott of New York

built "by the General E&ectrie Boat 
company, which |is now building a 
number, of submarine boats for 
the 


government. 
Representative Landis 


of Indiana charges that the Electric 
company had been "favored by legis- 
lation in the past. 


Representatives Roberts, Gregg and 


Loudenslager, members or the naval 
committee, emphatically

charge. Mr. Roberts said that the 
Lake Boat company was

concern that had been favored by the 
government in the matter of subma- 
rine boats.

test" said Mr. Roberts, "in which the 
boat of the Lake company was dis- 
credited, the company gets from the 
navy department a contract for $450,-

construction of the boat ordered by 
the government" 


Representative Underwood of Ala-

The votes against thd 
biK were cast by Senator I. R. Rose., 
of Marietta, Republican, and Senator! 
Sylvester Lamb of Toledo, Irdepend-* 
ent. 
They did so because they be- 


lieved it did not meet the expecta-* 
tion of the people. 


"It is not a primary election bill,**' 


said Senator Rose. "It is a monstrosJ 
ity. The people asked for bread and 
they have received a stone. I am at 
believer in primary election reform* 
but this is not to be classed in that! 
Category." 


Several hours were spent by tha 


several interests, the discussion being 
marked by the use of direct and eVeri 
striking language. In this repect Sen- 
ator Robert Pollock, of gtark county, 
excelled.

able to stand the severe weather just 
now than if there had been plenty of 
:ruit last season.

las-received--Excellent reports of 
wheat conditions. Although, the seed- 
ing last fall was unusually late and 
he weather dry the mild temperature 
that has prevailed the past winter has 
caused the gorwing plants on April 1, 
to show 85 per cent, cf an average 
condition for this time of the year.

Newark is one of the largest and most 
complete high school buildings in the 
state. It is designed to- accommodate 
800 high school students, and at the 
present rate of growth the building 
will in a few years be crowded to its 
utmost capacity, for the present en- 
rollment is 525. 


•Newark is a prosperous 
city of 


about 25,000. 
The schools are ably 


superintended by J. D. SImkins. who 
is serving his fourth year in that of- 
fice and is meeting with much well- 
deserved success. He has a corps of 
10S teachers 
who have under their 


charge 4,000 pupils. 


T. Otto Williams is principal 
of 


the high school, serving his first year, 
coming to his present position from 
Circleville, where he was principal of 
the high school for several years. He 
is meeting with excellent success and 
has the confidence of students, teach- 
ers, patrons, and. school officials. He 
has a corps of 16 teachers in the high 
school, an enrollment of 525, of which 
number 42.4 per cent, are boys. The 
teachers of the high school are labor- 
ing under adverse circumstances at 
present, during the construction of the 
new building. The departments 
are 


all crowded; and the teaching force is 
too small, but no more room is avail- 
able at present. The completion of 
this building will add greatly to the 
efficiency of the school. 


At present fiv« courses of study are 


maintained — Latin, German. Latin- 
German, English, 
and 
Commercial. 


Manual Training will be added an- 
other year. It is hoped to follow this 
with Domestic 
Science later. The 


Manual Training Department will be 
located in the basement of the new 
building, and the laboratories will be 
on the top floor—where laboratories 
always ought to be.
